This Loyal Parliament talk of grievances and vexation 
to the People in the King's management of his Preroga- 
riVC. 

This Houſe of Commons (as well as ſome that have 
T been ſince) take upon them to pray the King to remove 
ſome of his Great Councellors frotn his-Preſence and 
their Publick Imployments. But their Addreſs againſt 
Duke Lauderdale, Feb. 23.75. is vety remarkable, -both 
for the matter and language of it ; tor thus they ſay—:.

Is not 
this Writing after the 41 Copy ? Is not this ſtriking at 
His Majeſty and the Government through his Minifters 
ſides? What! that Houſe of Commons tell His Majeſty 
he is abuſed, and the Kingdom endanger'd, which was 
choſen, and nouriſh'd, and indulg'd for 18 years toge- 
ther, to be anenſampleto all ſucceeding Parliaments. 
But to proceed in His Majeſties An{wer to their Ad- 
dreſs of the 20, or 245th of May, 77. adviſing him to en- 
terinto a League Offenſive and Defenſive with the States 
againſt France: He tells them, How highly he was of- 
fended at that great invaſion of his Prerogatrve. And in 
His Majeſties Anſwer to their Addreſs of Jay. 31, he re- 
minds them of it : But (ſays He) you take no notice of it, 
but on the contrary, add to your former ill Condutt, new In- 
vaſions equglly 7 7 to Hu Majeſties Authority, as con- 
trary to tt (and He thinks) moſt other mens judgments, 
Unhap ouſe of Commons now, how ever happy 
heretofore, thus to interfere with His Maieſties Autho- 
rity and Judgment too. .

This I take notice of, to let you 
ſee, Sir, how different Sentiments and Deſigns that Pre- 
rogative Parliament and the great Miniſters had in the 
tranſaQting of State-matters. But- before this Letter 
was diſcoyer'd, the Commons in their Addreſs of May, 
Io, 78. did deeply reſent the Councils the King took 1n 
theſe Aﬀairs. * For they tell his Majeſty, that the re-

Tlteſe things were done and faid by this Parliament, 
even before the diſcovery of the horrid Popiſh Plot, and 
- Treaſohs, For how vigorouſly they atted after thar 
diſcoyery in the Proſecution of Coleman, the Jani and 
Godfrey's Murderers, in the Impeachment of the Popiſh 
Lords and Dazby, for High Treaſon, in throwing out 
the Popiſh Lords from ſitting 1n the Lords Houſe, and 
other matters, (for which they were ſubjected to an 
Honourable Death or Diſſolution) IT ſhall not nced to 
mention, becauſe they are freſh in every ones memory : 
One thing of an elder date I wall call to mind, wherein 
the temper of that Houſe againſt Popiſh and Arbitrary 
defigns , does notably appear it was their rejecting of 
two Bulls paſt in the Houle of Lords, and ſent down to 
the Commons, The one was tituled, A» At for the more 
effectual Conviction and Proſecution of Popiſh-Recuſants ; 
which they rejefted with great contempt, for being 
ready to- put-the queſtion for — it out, it was 
mov'd they ſhould ſtopa while to ſee it any Member of 
their Houſe had the face to ſpeak for it. It appearing ſo 
evidently to them that this Bill tended direaly contrary 


to its Title. The other Bill was to be Az A for fur- 


ther ſecuring of 'the Proteſtant Religion, by Educating the 
Children of the Royal Family therein, and for the provi- 
dins for the continuance of a Proteſtant Clergy.

The ſecond Kriicle, That. he hath Trayterouſly endea- 
voured to: ſubvert the antient and well eftabliſht Form of 
Government in this Kingdom, and inſtead thereof to intro- 
duce an Arbitrary and Tyrannical way of Government, and 
the better to effett this His purpoſe he did deſign the raiſing 
of ' an Army, upon pretence of « War againſt the French 
King ; and to continue the ſame as a ſtanding Army with- 
in hi Kingdom : And miſ-imployed the money given 
for the disbanding of that Army to the continuance of

Here we have a great Favorite, and mighty Miniſter 
-of State accuſed for High Treaſon, in ww of great

And the accuſed perſon thought not tit to ſtand upon 
his juſtification, and put himſelf upon his Tryal, bur 

leads his Majeſties pardon,thereby implicitely confeſſing 
is guilt. And that is of the higheſt nature that can 
be, no leſs then ſubverting the antient and well eſtabliſh- 
ed Form of Government in this Kingdom, and introdu- 
cing an Arbitrary and Tyranical way of Government. 

But that which is more to my purpoſe is, the conſide- 
ration of the perſons that exhibit this _—_ , I have 
told you already who they were, ſuch a Houſe of Com- 
mons, fo Loyal, ſo oblig'd in Intereſt and AfﬀeCtions 
to: Prerogative, ſo —_— all Principles and pre- 
tences againſt it, or-that may ſeek to intrench upon it, 
as never can-a better on that account be expected in 
England ; now if this Houſe find ſuch horrid Crimes in 
Court-councellors. Andif the three Parliaments we have 
had ſince, have but proceeded in the ſame Methods which 
'this Parliament took, and led them into, then the infe- 
rence from theſe Premiſes are-very Obvious ; as, 

1. That the Courtis inthe Opinion of the —_ beft 
SubjeQs and Friends liable to be abus'd by. nor only -

2, That (which is the thing I under took to ſhew 
you) not only the beſt, the wiſeit, the loyaleſt, but the 
Body of the Nation is of this mind,and will ever beſo, 
as there 1s great reaſon toconclude. | 

3, That they who would perſwade His Majeſty and 
the People, that the aCtions of the late Parliament which 
are but the ſame, or of the very ſame Nature with thoſe 
of this Long Parliament are irrugelar, faQious, ſeditt- 
ous, injurious to the Kings Prerogative and the Govern-- 
ment, do in plain conſequence find fault with rhe con- 
ſtitution. of the Government and legiſlative Power of. 
Enzland, by King, Lords and Commons, and deſire and 
endeavour-the ſubverting of it. 

That the Body of the People, the -loyaleſt, and moſt 
ſubſtantial part of the Nation is thus minded and will in 
reaſon. alwaies be ſo, appears from the Nature of the
